n order to gat over this defect, Section 


i was amended so as lo provide tor the 
urnishiiig of blank forms by ttie .S-ere- 
ary of tbe Common \ealtli, to take tin- 
ilace of all others.

In tact, 
the liiigleadersof the modern regulators 
are nearly all survivors of tha K'l-Kiux

Home ten years ago the internal re-

Dacity of informer. Soveial high officers 
in the service have been arrested on

oicion in the past five years, and a few 
have been convicted of crimes unbecom- 
ing an oilicer.

fact that the member whose seat was 
contested had tiled his certifle.ite o!

the amended sectiou the word 'Kepresen- 
taf'.ve' has been inserted. It is also pro 
vided in the amendment to this section 
that certificates of nomination which are 
to be filed in the cflice of the Secretary 
of ihe Commonwealth shall he tiled at 
least forty-two days before election, in- 
stead ot thirty-Hvo days, under the origi- 
nal act, and that nomination papers to 
be filed in that office must be presented 
thirty-five days before election instead of 
twenty-eight.

provides that where objections are filed 
to any certificate of nomination with 
nomination papers such objections must 
also be filed with the odicer or officers 
with whom, such certificates or paper?

with wnnm such papers have been filed, 
whether the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth or the County Commissioners, 
notice of the objection.

for the officer to give the County Com- 
missioners timely notice as to the size 
and composition of the official ballot, 
thereby producing a great deal of annoy- 
ance, as many of the County Commis- 
sioners depended upon outside parties to 
print their ballots 
This will be avoided 


to some extent lieieafter by another 
amendment made to section (j, which 
provides that objections to certificates of 
nomination filed with the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth must be made thir- 
ty five days before the election, instead 
of twenty-one, and in the case of nomi- 
nation papers twenty-eight days before 
the election instead of eighteen. This 
will afford the court an opportunity to 
dispose of contested cases in time to give 
the County Commissioners due. notice as 
to the size, etc., of the official ballot " 


As to the amendment to section 9 


which provides that upon the ballots to 
be voted at an election the name of any 
candidate shall not appear more than 
once by certificate of nomination, or 
more than once by nomination papers. 
Mr. Barnett said that that ballot under

They began to remove people 
from the country whose exiitanct) there 
was not coastd'Ted good for the general 
welfare, and people who nere known to 
be hof-ile to the interests of the union 
were sometimes visited in the night by 
maMied men, who insisted upon inliiet 
ing punishments that are not recogmic-d 
hy the laws of Georgia. 


In aslmrt time the higli-hatidVd )no- 


ceedin'{B of the powerful oigan'/.Uion 
teuoiizcd the country. The name, was 
changed from thr; Liquor I) 'alers' Union 
to that of the Regulators. It stands by 
this name to-day. If you go up among 
the mountains of Georgia and auk a man 
who looks like a typical moonshiner any- 
thing about the it-gulators he will tell 
you that there is no such thing. But he 
will sciiiliin/.e you carefully, and before 
vou get out of the uiouuuius you can 
depend upon it that unseen eyes art 
•vutchiiK' every movement you make 
Vou w i l l ba constantly shado ied, but il 
yon do nothing further to excite sus- 
picion everything wiU bs well. 
But it 


does not pay to be too inquisitive. Xo- 
body will tell you anything about the 
URN Ku-Klux because everyone fears its 
power. A member would just, as soon 
think ot taking poison as to expose iti 
secrets, and a non-membar knowing 
something about tli,- society would be 
afraid to whisper u word against il 
unless he was positive that the iuquiiei 
wa« a stranger and not likely to inform 
others of his sa> in^s. 


B it in one way and auoUi-r secrets of 


the orgauizitions have leaked out. 
The 


courts for years in many counties ot 
Georgia were rendered powerless by the 
organization. Witnesses were spirited 
away; juries were packed with members 
of the modern Ku-Kiux; even Judges 
were elected to the bench who affiliated 
with the unlawful body, and men per- 
jured themselves on the stand to prevent, 
the conviction of a Regulator for some 
deed performed in the interest of the 
organiz-ition 


Xot all of the members of the Regula- 


tors are so willingly; they joined out of 
self-protection. There are s< If-respect- 
ing members to-day who deplore the 
present state of affairs, but to save their 
propei ty and even their lives they re- 
main active members.

The United States authorities decided 
to break the organization and wholesale 
arrests were made aud many of the pris- 
oners were tried aud convicted of con- 
spiracy against the laws of the United 
States.

up the organization, although for a time

The Hand of Death. 


Major 0. A. Horner, one of the moat 


prominent and influential citizens of Em- 
mitsburg, Md., died la.,t, Friday. He was 
a member of the banking firm of Annan, 
Horner & Co., aud was identified with all 
of the local enterprises. 


Major Horner was born fifty-seven years 


ago in Cumberland township, this couuty. 
At the outbreak of the civil war he was a 
school teacher. 
Enlisting as a young 


man he bore an honorable part as a mem- 
ber of Cole's Cavalry ; he was promoted 
through the several grades of first ser- 
geant, first lieutenant aud adjutant and 
major, receiving his final discharge at 
Harper's Ferry, W. Va., on the 28fch of 
June, 1805. 
He wascommanderof Arthur 


Post.Xo. 41, G. A. R., for ten years, and 
was commander of the department of 
Maryland G. A. R. for the year 1895. 
Had been a member of the Grand Army 
Club of Maryland since its formation. 


After the war he became a resident of 


Einmicsburg. 


Major Horner was twice married, his 


former wife being the daughter of the late 
Rev. Robert Grier. 
His surviving wife 


was Miss Anna E. Annan, daughter of the 
ate Dr. Andrew Annan, also of Emm its- 
burg. The deceased is survived by three 
sons and one daughter.

Tuberculosis m Adams County. 
.Last Tuesday Dr. M. Moriarty, assisted 


by Dr. Wm. Biggs, superintended the 
slaughtering of nine head of cattle belong 
ing to R. S. Sponseller, of Straban town 
ship. 
They were afflicted with "Tuber 


culosis," or consumption, the disease in 
cattle of which much lias been written 
recently. 


Dr. Moriarty's attention was drawn to 


these cattle about a month ago by Dr 
Biggs, who was asked by Mr. Sponseller 
to examine the cattle as something was 
the matter with them, it being known 
that he represented the State authorities, 
and he made the test to discover the na- 
ture of the disease. After using tuber- 
culin, the material with which the test is 
made by injection into the cattle, Doctoi 
Moriarty reported to the State Department. 
An appraisement was therefore made of 
the value of the eight head of grown cat- 
tle, and $100 was fixed as a fair figure, 
considering the diseased condition oE the 
animals ; nnd it having been determined 
that they were afflicted with Tuberculosis, 
they were ordered killed. The State fixes 
a maximum value of $25 for ordinary 
grades of cattlo and $50 for registered 
stock. 


The impression which seems to prevail 


.hat a stable in which diseased cattle have 
been kept can not be again used for a year 
or more is, Dr. Moriarty states, a mistake, 
as it can be used in a few weeks if properly 
disinfected. 


It is believed that there are other herds 


n Adams county affected with this fatal 
disease, and prompt attention will ba given 


>v the State to rid the county of Tubercu- 
osis, as it did of Pleuro Pneumonia. 


The symptoms of this disease a^e a dry, 


larsh cough, loss of flesh and loss in milk 
and general debility. 
Different organs are 


ffected by it, and tho symptoms are dif- 
erent in d;fferent cattle.

off.

Dr. U. M. Alle- 


man was summoned and had the injured 
man removed to his home, corner Abbotts- 
town aud York streets. He had partially 
ragained consciousness and spoke a few 
words. 
After the doctor had arrived at 


his home Drs. H. M. Allemtm, J. A. Mel- 
sheimer and R. N". Meisenhelder surround- 
ed the 'njured man and did all they could 
to alleviate his suCfer'ugn. They at once 
found a concussion of the brain caused by 
a hard blow back of the left ear, Besides 
(ie had several deep gashes on the head. 
Wo regained consciousness for a short time, 
but about 10 o'clock again sank into an 
unconscious condition, and began sinking, 
until finally, at about 5.30, death came.

over April 28, 1S58. lie was not married. 


The burial took place on Saturday.

The right time to hoe a garden is as

inches high, they will be very difficult to 
destroy. 


It is not always safe to separate the

the warm weather, when any unusual 
condition in the ewe may lead to unex- 
pected trouble. Tha rule must be a close 
oversight of the lijck, one by one, and 
trie drafting off of those ewes whose 
lambs muy be safely separated from them 
permanently. 


The best working animals must come 


from working sires and dams. A colt 
from a pampered sire may be handsome, 
but when it comes to hard work he will 
be "soft" and cannot be counted on to 
do his share of the pulling all day.

Almost always it is good practice to

In turning the 
fmrow there are inevitably large air 
spaces left under it, which, except iij 
very early springtime, dry it out much 
too quickly to make a good, mellow and 
mo'.bt seed be* I. It is all the worse if the 
boil is clayey in texture and has been 
plowed when too wet. Then tho furrow 
between the. d'-y nir under it and the dry 
air above it biikea into a clay brick that 
no plant routs can penettate. liut if the 
furrow is broken down soon after being 
lunicd the soil dneii and becomes bilked.

A writer in the Country Gentleman 


says : 


Two years asjo we shredded our first 


corn fodder. 
Being a dry fall we got at 


H early, in S;'ijcember or early October, 
and finished up before the bad wenther 
began in November. We husked soinn 
2000 bushels anil shredded the fodder, 
nil of which was stored in barns. One 
mow of 40 by 60 was filled nearly 20 feet 
deep with the corn hay. Some salt was 
put on the fodder as it went into the 
mow, with the expectation that it would 
assist in keeping it and at the same time 
add to the paliituhleness of it. Much of 
the fodder was quite dry, although there 
was juice in some of tlie larger stalka 


The 
fodder Icept almost perfectly. 


We estimated that there was not a tnn 
( • f i t -wasted from molding. It heated, 
of course, and most mows uf this pro- 
duct will htal and sweat. This is not 
apt to harm, if it is let alone. 


We feed the greater part of this fod- 


der to fattening lambs, breeding ewee 
and cows. All stock relished it and 
thrived wt-11 on it. Them was no doubt 
in our minds that it paid well lo shred 
it. Last year, having much hay in the 
hams, we could not shred nearly so much, 
but we lilled two barns, husking some 
1800 bushels. The late summer rains 
Lad damaged the corn blades materially 
and the resultant product was not nearly 
so good. 
Vet the ewes ate it and thriv- 


ed and gave plenty of milk for their 
itimhs. Horses, too, had it for their sole 
food with a little grain 


M.uiy of our neighbors shred their fod- 


der, some putting it into barns and oth- 
ers ricking it in the Delda, Tlieto seems 
to be small trouble in keeping it in i ieks, 
as they tutu water very easily. There 
,ire within whistle blow of my four husk- 
ing machines, all fitted with shisddera. 
Tea, it is now a pioved fact that shred- 
ding the cjni fodder pays, that is, if you 
have need of hay or rough feed. It is 
not so certain that it pays to shred for 
sale iu distant maikets. Hay is so very 
low, and the baling aud freight takes 
most of the proceeds of sales. 


From experience and observation I am 


led to offer these suggestions to those 
intending to sfevti fcv-Uie, tune u 


1. Cut the corn as early as practicable 


and set it up to stand well, arid tie the 
shocks well. 


2 Let the stalk get dry enough so 


that no juice will appear when it runs 
through the rolls. 


3. Provide 
two or thipe 
platform 


wagons, about 7 by 10 or 18 leet and aa 
low as possible, with ends 3 feet huh, on 
which to haul the corn to the machine. 
Do not attempt to haul 011 common, nar- 
row, high hay riggings. 


4 When the corn is dry before lull 


rains set in, L-et at it and rush, ruth, nu- 
til all is husked and shieddeil. 


The cost will exa. ed the cost of husk- 


ing by hand slightly. 
If you have but a 


small crop and can husk it out at your 
K'isuie, it will be a saving of expetiditiae 
to do it in that way; but if you must 
hiie the luHking done through the win- 
ter and must make daily trips through 
the muddy corn lield to haul out the 
fodder to the cattle, the stuff daily be- 
coming more aud more worthless, there 
is no doubt that shredding and husking 
and storing iu the dry in the greatest 
economy. Al any rate the best farmers 
about me are doing it and their judgment 
is as mine in the matter. "I have fed 
tny last timothy hay," is a common dec- 
laration Irom some of them. 


Do not forget that hubkmg machines 


are like dynamite and strychnine, very 
useful in their place but mii/lity ilnnyrr- 
oiw lliinijsfrjr a um'itsi mini lufnul with 
Do not use mittens when feeding one of 
them, and be always on your guard. I 
look for some automatic feeding device 
that will do away with this element or 
danger.

COUNTY. 


The Soul hern sections of Pennsylvania 


are annually the scenes of sr»rioua f'oi- 
fires. Cumberland. Franklin antl Adams 
counties, comprising the South Moun- 
tain region, are the chief aufferflrs. 
Dr. 


J T. Bothroek, State Commissioner of 
1rorP3try, re"ently completed a three 
(lays' tonr through this part or tlie Stale, 
and he gives some facts about tlie burn- 
ing of the timbers. Dr. Rothrock went 
Irom Harrisburg to Mt. Holly Springs, 
thence over mountains to Pine Grove 
Furnace, Bsudersville, Areodlsville and 
Shippensburg, where he stayed 
one 


7ilght, going the next day to Pine Grove 
Furnace and finally completing his tour 
and inspection at Iluntsdale. 


Dr. Rothrock tells this story of his 


tri|>ftnd the information that lie pained 
as follows: 


"From Mt. Holly Springs there ex- 


lends for a distance of twenty miles in a 
southwesterly direction in a belt of wood- 
«d land iurolving three more or less 
clearly defined mountain ranges, with an 
average breadth of from six to eight 
miles, and attaining their greatest wi K.h 
•incut Big Flat. This district lien wllli- 
in the counties of Cumberland, Franklin 
and Adams, and was originally well 
wooded, offering abundant te,n>i>talion 
to both fisherman and hunter. A tew 
>ears since hunters found (Jeer numerous 
.mri eauily obtained in Cleaifield, Elk, 
Clinton and MoK^an counties, but for 
some time past the wholesale destruc- 
tion of game in these pans has been 
shameful. A pioof of this is the fact, 
that there are now nioredeer to bo found 
on the South Mountain than in any sim- 
ilar area in the State. Some of the 
trout streams are said to be supplied 
with trout. One gentleman tells me 
that he counts on more success in trout 
flsbing in the South Mountain range 
than any where else m the Slate, and he 
is a gentleman of wide experience in 
sporting matters.

protection to buildings provided there are 
a sufficient number of the roda, and that 
they are properly erected and arranged 
and kept in perfect order. If a house ia 
overspread with a perfect network of wires, 
all properly connected and "earthed," al- 
most absolute immunity from damage by 
lightning can be obtained. Lightning- 
rods, 
with 
their glittering points, in 


proportionate abundance, will give sioailar 
secuiity to a building. But to afford saoh 
a desirable gnarrantee tlie rods, besides 
being erected in accordance with the cor- 
rect scientific principles, must be eo 
numerous as to render the undertaking 
almost wholly impracticable, because of 
the expense. A building of moderate size 
would require from sixty to a bundled 
points to unnssailably guard it. ]n pro- 
portion, as this number is decreased, the 
measure of safety diminehes. 


This well-established fact shows tlie 


slight value of the conventional light- 
ning-rods that one sees over houses and 
barns in the country and small towns. 
At beat, theprotection — beingtwo at most, 
frequently but one— afforded is very small, 
almost insignificant. Small as this secur- 
urity is, it is wholly loat if the so-called 
conductors are improperly constructed, 
and not in perfect order, when they, in 
(act, become an absolute menace to the 
building they are reaied to guard. It is 
essential, if the conventional rod is to be 
set up, that the work be intrusted to a 
reliable and capable persons, otherwise 
it may become a shineing invitation to 
dangers. In view of all these circumstan- 
ces it is probable that a building is m 
well, if not better, protected without ench 
conductors as are in general use as with 
them. It is safe to assert that the great 
majority of buildings damaged or destroy- 
ed by lightning were provided with light- 
ning-rods, and in the majority of these 
cases the conductors invited the thunder- 
bolts, and for some cause, probably im- 
proper construction, could not, lead the 
lightning harmlessly to the earth.

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"Hut the game question, though a 


most important one, is second in value 
to the S'ate to the lumber operations, 
it is fair lo say that there is no like area 
in Pennsylvania on the low grounds of 
which the tendency to spontaneous re- 
production of white, pine is so matked MS 
it ia in the South Mountain region. 
Over all lower grounds it seems as 
though it would take precedence of and 
crowd out the oilier young timber if it 
were given a chance I,vge quantities 
of chestnut and rock oak, together with 
some black and red oak, are springing 
up and growing rapidly on the higher 
grounds. 


"There is now but an 
indifferent 


amount of timber-cutting being done in 
this region, and consequently but a small 
amount of debiis ia left in the woods to 
serve M fuel for forest (ires ; and hence 
it ia especially iu tho duti-icl about Tine, 
Grove Furnace that very marked restor- 
ation is rapidly going on. 


"The time has p-isseJ when the public 


or timber-owners can afford to look with 
indifference upon the destruction of their 
foiest property, through either ignor- 
ance, carelessness or crime. Our new 
forestry laws go into effect after Janu- 
ary 1, J.SUS, and if the citi/.ens of the 
South Mountian region will do their part 
toward the enforcement jind the execu 
lion of these laws, perio.licAl buinings 
will soon become things of the pant. As 
it is now, one may view extensive arena 
on the mountain slopes where almost all 
the young growth has been destoyed. 
Such a condition is a disgrace to our civ- 
ilization, and if it continues to obtain it 
will be simply because the citizens them- 
selves fail to enforce the law a our Legis- 
lature has provided. The only thing to 
prevent the South Mountain region from 
rapidly growing into value is these forest 
tires, and their preven'ion in this section 
is especially easy, owing to the thickly 
settled condition of the country round 
about. 


"We now have the same foiesdj laws 


that are in foicis in the 8',ati-s ol New 
Vork, Maine and Michigan. The effect 
of these laws m New York h,is been to 
reduce the ratin of annually burned Kreae 
to one acre in three hnmliprl and seven- 
ty. In comparison with this place the 
destruction rate of IVnnsylvania, which 
IB au acie in every fifty, and the advisa- 
bility of the new laws will be readily 
seen. 


"In conclusion, 1 may slate as a way 


of forcibly ilUistr.tlmg tl.e criminal neg- 
ligence which allows forest (ires to burn 
unchecked, that if the bark from all the 
timber that has been destroyed by (ire 
in the State of Pennsylvania during one 
year paat were peeled, paid for and 
stacked, it would make n tiuik four feet 
broad, four feet high aud forty-seven 
miles long, or an amount sulliuient to 
Till a wagon tram one hundred and 
twenty miles in length. These facts 
seem almost incredible,, but they are ab- 
solutely truo."
